that Bible reading and recitation 
of the Lord's Prayer is legal in the 
public schools of Florida. 

The court's unanimous decision 
| said, in effect, that if these prac- 
| tices are to be denied the children 
| of Florida, it will have to be done 
by order of the U. 
| Cout, not the Florida court. 

It is necessary to good citizen- 
| ship and does not offend the con- 
stitutional requirement for sepa- 
ration of the church and state, the 
Florida court said. 

The Florida law, said the court, 
was not stricken down by U. S. 
Supreme Court decisions in Pen- 
nsylvania and Maryland. -
